Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1965,  in 
accordance  with  Circular  1/65  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  population  of  Maryport,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  at  mid  year  1965,  is  12,190 — a  slight  decrease  on  the 
previous  year.  A  decrease  of  population  has  been  taking  place  at 
minimal  level  since  1961.  With  the  expected  closure  of  Risehow 
and  St.  Helen’s  collieries,  however,  the  population  level  is  likely 
to  fall  more  markedly  in  1966  owing  to  many  of  the  pit  workers 
having  to  find  work  further  afield.  For  the  same  reason,  unemploy¬ 
ment  figures,  which  are  lower  this  year  than  in  the  previous  year, 
are  likely  to  rise  in  1966. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  of  15.46  per  1,000  live  births  is 
lower  than  in  1964.  The  perinatal  mortality  rate  is  the  lowest 
since  1958. 

An  outbreak  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  at  Blackpool  resulted  in 
two  cases  of  paratyphoid  (one  of  which  was  subclinical)  in  Mary¬ 
port  in  persons  who  had  been  to  Blackpool  on  holiday.  Fortunately 
the  disease  was  very  mild  in  character.  Persons  who  had  visited 
the  infected  area  and  contacts  of  the  two  cases  were  followed  up 
and  investigated.  No  further  cases  occurred. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  support,  to  Mr.  Thompson,  the  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  Mr.  Logan,  the  additional  Public  Health  Inspector, 
for  their  co-operation  and  help  and  to  my  colleagues  in  general 
practice  and  the  hospital  services  for  their  help  during  the  year.

One  death  from  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurred  in  a  male 
aged  58  years  whose  case  was  not  previously  notified. 

Apart  from  the  one  death  from  Tuberculosis  there  were  no 
other  deaths  from  notifiable  diseases  during  the  year. 

202  cases  of  measles  occurred  during  the  year.  Vaccination 
against  this  disease  is  now  available,  but  the  duration  of  immunity 
from  this  vaccine  is  not,  up  to  the  present  time,  considered  lasting. 

It  is  not  therefore  thought  advisable  to  vaccinate  children  as  a 
routine  measure.  The  vaccine  is  useful  in  giving  Ti limit  tnrtr  im¬ 
munity  where  the  child  is  delicate  and  likely  to  have  serious  com¬ 
plications  if  he  catches  the  disease. 


Further  research  into  this  vaccine  is  being  carried  out.

While  the  number  of  smallpox  vaccinations  is  still  very  low, 
it  is  encouraging  to  find  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  vac¬ 
cinations  since  1964  when  the  number  was  as  low  as  five. 

This  increase  indicates  an  awareness  on  the  part  of  some 
parents  of  the  fact  that  there  is  no  alternative  large  scale  form  of 
protection  against  smallpox. 

Vaccinations  against  smallpox  are  carried  out  in  the  County 
Council  Clinic  in  infants  between  the  ages  of  1  and  2  years.  This 
age  group  is  considered  by  some  to  be  the  least  likely  to  suffer 
from  complications.  I  hope  by  next  year  that  I  shall  be  able  to 
report  a  substantial  rise  in  the  number  of  these  vaccinations.

Bungalows  are  in  great  demand  and  short 
supply.

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  64  visits  to  new  and 
existing  buildings  for  the  purpose  of  testing  or  inspecting  drains 
and  sewers 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


I  am  pleased  once  again  to  report  that  fully  controlled  tipping 
of  house  refuse  was  continued  satisfactorily  during  the  year  at  a 
site  in  Flimby,  close  to  the  main  Workington  road.  Adequate 
covering  material  in  the  form  of  coal  washery  waste  from  Risehow 
Colliery  was  obtained  whenever  needed.  Constant  supervision  of 
the  tip  site  resulted  in  the  almost  entire  absence  of  rats  and  the  com¬ 
plete  absence  of  fires  throughout  the  year. 

Comprehensive  surveys  of  all  premises  in  the  Urban  District 
were  carried  out  during  the  year  with  a  view  to  inaugurating  a  new 
system  of  refuse  collection  involving  separate  collection  of  waste 
paper.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

Under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  the  Council 
is  directly  responsible  for  ensuring  that  its  area  is  kept  free  from 
rats  and  mice,  so  far  as  is  practicable.  No  statutory  action  was 
taken  during  the  year  as  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  prefer  to 
work  with  and  assist  occupiers  of  infested  premises  using  the 
techniques  and  poisons  recommended  by  the  Infestation  Division 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

21  visits  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  the 
purpose  of  investigating  complaints  of  infestation  by  rats  and 
mice,  advising  occupiers  as  to  the  eradication  of  the  vermin  laying 
poisoned  baits,  and  treatment  of  the  Council’s  sewers. 


PIGEONS,  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1961,  SECTION  74 

Action  to  reduce  a  considerable  pigeon  nuisance  in  Maryport 
was  continued  during  the  year.  45  pigeons  were  destroyed  chiefly 
by  trapping.  Invaluable  assistance  in  this  work  was  given  by  the 
County  Pests  Officer:  Because  of  the  high  breeding  rate  and  the 
difficulty  of  locating  or  dealing  with  all  nesting  and  roosting  sites 
the  destruction  of  pigeons  in  Maryport  may  well  need  to  be  con¬ 
tinued  indefinitely.  11  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  this 
work.

A  Public  Health  Inspector  was  in  attendance  at  all  times  when 
required  for  the  inspection  of  meat  and  the  methods  and  criteria 
adopted  were  those  recommended  in  the  Meat  Inspection  Regula¬ 
tions,  1963,  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  October,  1963. 

Examination  for  tapeworm  cyst  (Cysticercus  Bovis)  revealed 
the  presence  of  this  parasite  in  2  beasts.  The  cysts  were  found  in 
the  heart  in  one  case  and  in  the  head  in  the  other.  The  head  and 
the  heart  were  condemned  and  the  carcases  sent  to  a  cold  store 
for  freezing  treatment  before  being  released.

With  reference  to  the  foregoing  figures: — 

The  560!bs.  of  fish  were  condemned  chiefly  for  decomposition. 

The  canned  goods  comprised:  Peaches,  apricots,  pineapples, 
cooked  ham,  tomatoes,  condensed  milk,  beans,  etc. 

All  the  food  material  was  surrendered  voluntarily  by  the 
tradesmen  concerned.  The  condemned  fish  and  canned  food  were 
disposed  of  by  burial  on  the  Council’s  refuse  tip.  The  meat  con¬ 
demned  at  the  slaughterhouse  was  disposed  of  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food  prior  to  July,  1954;  since  that  date  condemned  meat  has 
been  sold  to  a  Penrith  bone  and  chemical  company. 

Bakehouses: — There  are  1 1  bakehouses  on  the  register,  all  of 
which  may  be  considered  non-domestic.  It  was  not  found  necessary 
to  take  action  in  respect  of  conditions  at  bakehouses  during  the 
year. 

Other  Premises  where  Food  is  Prepared — 32  inspections  of 
premises  where  food  is  prepared  or  sold  w  ere  made  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors.  There  are  6  premises  registered  under  Section 
16  1  (b)  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  3  for  the  preparation 
of  preserved  food  and  3  for  the  preparation  of  meat  products. 

Ice  Cream — 34  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  and  5 
premises  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream.
